Army Hires Back 6 


Fired as Risks tn 1954.

W ASHINGTON—Six former Army employes who 
were dismissed from Ft. Monmouth, N.J., in 1954 as 
security risks got their jobs back Friday. 


They were among 33 suspended 
at Ft. Monmouth after widely 
publicized charges by the late 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). The other 
27 already have been cleared. 


Last June the Court of Appeals 
here held that the Army had vio- 
lated its own regulations when it 
refused to tell the six employes 
why they were found security 
risks. The government decided 
not to seek Supreme Court review. 


FORMAL ORDER 


Today Federal District Judge 
David A. Pine entered a formal 
order restoring the employes to 
their jobs. Donald B. MacGui- 
neas, speaking for the govern- 
ment, said it agreed to the order. 
Thurman Arnold represented the 
employes. 


The order is a broad one. It 
restores the employes as of the 
day they were suspended, gives 
them all seniority and civil serv- 
ice rights as if they had been 
‘continuously at work and ex- 
|punges security findings from 
records. 


The government has also agreed 
to give the employes back pay 
for the period since 1954, less 
whatever they have been able to 
earn in other jobs. A rough esti- 
mate of the total due is $80,000.

Free Synagogue in Manhattan and 
told the switchboard operator, 
“Your synagogue will be next.”’

SIMILAR CALLS 


Later, a Lower East Side factory 
which manufacturers the Jewish 
matzoth, or unleavened bread, got 
a similar call.

There will be universal appreciation 
of the fact that indictments have been 
returned against five Atlanta men charg- 
ing them with participating in dynamit- 
ing The Temple on Peachtree street early 
last Sunday morning. Four are in jail. 
A fifth is sought. 

There are others involved. The At- 
lanta cell of hate fanatics is one of sev- 
eral over the country. They are financed 
by what the members refer to as “fat 
cats.’ One such “fat cat” source is in 
Baltimore. Another reportedly is in Dal- 
las, Tex. 

Investigation by the FBI and the At- 
lanta police, who have earned the praise 
of the FBI for their skill and cooperation, 
will continue. 

We trust that the FBI will, in time, be 
able to make arrests in all cities involved 
in the conspiracies and bombings by this 
loosely knit group. of dynamiters and 
the dangerous lunatic fringe of anti- 
Semitism. 

We congratulate the FBI, the Atlanta 
police and the solicitor’s office arid are 
cheered by the fact that the investigation 
will proceed at full speed.

To Maintain Standards 


News that half a dozen city depart- 
ments will ask for at least five million 
dollars in additional funds for 1959 
should not have come as a surprise. 

It is hoped, of course, that normal 
increases in the tax digest will make up 
much of the difference without a heavy 
increase in the tax rate. Mayor :Harts- 
field has asked all departments to trim 
requests to the bone and promises no tax 
hike for general city operations. But more 
money is needed just to maintain services 
at their present level. 

Certainly the community wants to pro- 
vide funds for improvements in the police 
department, to carry on with urban re- 
newal and needed construction. There is 
not nearly enough money to: carry out 
the most urgently needed street repair 
work. And outside the city’s general 
budget is that of schools, where additional 
funds are always a need. 

It is inevitable that Atlanta must have 
additional tax sources to meet minimum 
requirements. The city as well as other 
urban areas deserve a much better deal 
in distribution of tax funds. Without such 
means, normal growth will be inhibited 
by the growing burden of property taxes.

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Tech by a Nose 


Unranked but extremely dangerous Georgia Tech 
squares off against Auburn, the defending heavy- 
weight champion of college football, Saturday in the 
Grant Field ring. 


All ingredients of big-time football have been poured into this 
one. The 44,726 tickets were sold out last summer, and Friday 
stternces scattered an oly were screening applicants for $25 duc-

Georgia Tech must gun for a 
15-round decision. Auburn can ad- 
minister a knockout in any round, 
ont the defense usually sets up the foe for a chop by the 
offense. 


Georgia Tech is cast in the unfamiliar role of underdog on 
Grant Field, for Auburn is a six-point favorite. However, the Tech 
players refuse to recognize the odds. They may change their minds 
Saturday afternoon, but right now Bobby Dodd’s youthful warriors 
figure they're just as good as the nation’s No. 2 team. 


Past performance charts and virtually all the statistical evi- 
dence point to an Auburn triumph. But Georgia Tech supporters 
are banking heavily on one vital factor. Auburn has played very 
few good football games in Atlanta. 


—Jordan Halted the Annual TD Ball 


The No. 1 edition had to fight for its unbeaten life to squeeze 
out a 3-0 verdict over a mediocre Tech outfit last year. The most 
prejudiced War Eagie in the land can’t dispute that fact. 


Before Ralph Jordan set up shop on the Plain, the game 
had deteriorated into an annual Tech TD party. But through 
the good and lean years, the loyal War Eagles turned out and 
cheered long and loud. 


In recent years, of course, they’ve had something to cheer 
about. The Plainsmen ended a 13-year famine by nicking the Jack- 
ets, 14-12, in 1955. Johnny Menger fired Tech to a 28-7 rout the 
following season, and Auburn put the Jacket scalp on its 17-game 
string last year. 


Auburn will unveil the toughest defense in college football Sat- 
urday. Tennessee’s Bowden Wyatt and Kentucky’s Blanton Collier, 
two coaches who have felt the War Eagle sting two years in a row, 
say the current cast is stronger on defense than last season’s 
champions. 

Center Jackie Burkett and end Jerry Wilson are bona fide 
All-America candidates. Guard Zeke Smith and the others join 
in to form what has been an impregnable defense. Chattanooga 
ran up the Highest point Yotal in 16 games by scoring eight 
points this season. 


Despite their fabulous run of success, the Plainsmen haven't 
been exciting in moving the football. Tennessee, of course, didn’t 
make a first down in the opener, but Auburn didn’t cash a TD 
against the sophomore-studded Vols until the fourth quarter. 


—A Football Sahara for the Plainsmen 


Auburn scored only once in the first half against stubborn 
Chattanooga. Last Saturday night in Lexington, the Plainsmen 
didn’t cross the goal until Lloyd Nix hit Jimmy Laster with a 43- 
yard payoff pitch in the fourth quarter. 


Thus, the blueprint for this battle royal appears obvious. Until 
now Auburn hasn’t been too dangerous with the football, but op- 
ponents are usually in trouble when they get the ball. Dodd hasn’t 
revealed his battle plan, of course, but in all probability Tech will 
insist that Auburn keep the ball. I expect the Jackets to quick- 
kick frequently, punt on third down and play for a break. 


On the other hand, Auburn coaches and players are tired 
of criticism of their offensive maneuvers. I believe Auburn 
will attempt to ram the ball right down Tech’s throat. It’s no 
secret that the Jacket interior line play hasn’t been teo ex- 
citing. So look for Lioyd Nix and company to hammer away 
from the bell. 


Tech, of course, may come up with some surprise strategy. 
On previous occasions, the Jackets have gone right to work at the 
middle of heavier lines when they were expected to pass and pray. 
But Tech has never run up against a line like Auburn's. At least, 
Ray Graves and Dodd agree that the Plainsmen forwards are the 
toughest they’ve faced. 


The Tech defense is no pushover. The Jackets sparkled against | 


Tulane, and with a few individual exceptions, rendered a fine 
game against Tennessee. You'll recall that Tech has surrendered 
only two touchdowns in two seasons on Grant Field.

Stress Goodwill 


Avondale’s young people are winning their battle for proper 
recognition of the worthwhile contributions of today’s teens in gen- 
eral, and their own group in particular. As the Avondale Teen 
Club begins its eighth year of operation, members are striving 
toward better relationships between teens and adults. The club’s 
past contributions to community improvement are the foundation 
for an expanded program of good will, and parents and youths 
being drawn closer to a mutual meeting ground. 


Bylaws of the Avondale organization explain that the club's 
purpose is, in part, to ‘promote good fellowship, provide super- 
vised recreation, sponsor worthwhile projects and to further encour- 
age high moral conduct among teen-agers.”’. ‘‘And there shall be 
at least one sponsored project each year that will be of benefit 
to the community, and that meets with the approval of the Teen 
Club membership.” 


Over a period of years the club has contributed to the good of 
the school and community through services rendered, as well as 
financial support in various ways—two installments of planting for 
the new building, donations toward baseball uniforms, contributions 
to give a helping hand to less fortunate fellow-graduates, furnish- 
ing food, clothing and toys te needy families, annual support of 
polio and muliple sclerosis drives (through house-to-house can- 
vassing and contributions), furnishing instruction for seventh grade 
dancing classes. Members have also furnished “manpower” for 
Kiwanis breakfasts and Dixieland Championship activities. 


This year, club members discovered ‘‘the greatest need of sup- 
port’’ is in their high school library. (“Several things have con- 
tributed to our shortage of books,’ one youth explained. ‘The 
1955 fire, the tremendous influx of students, the lag between the 
current enrollment and the state’s supplying the required alloment, 
and the newly expanded curriculum now in effect in the DeKalb 
County schools.”’) 


So the young men and women raised $200, which they pre- 
sented to librarian Mrs. Edna Clay, to use for reference books 
in the fields of science, mathematics, sociology and foreign lan- 
guages. 


Aithough Avondale Teen clubbers are all students at Avondale 
High, the organization is not school-sponsored. However, mem- 
bers point out that over the years the youth center has “probably 
contributed more money to the support of the school’ than any 
other student organization. 


The youths this year have drawn up the following standard of 
conduct, which each member follows faithfully: 


1. Teen Club members will remember that they are guests of 
the Avondale Community Club and its board of directors and will 
behave as ladies and gentlemen. The club property will be treated 
with the same respect you would someone’s home. 


2. Every member will present his membership card at each 
function. There will be no exceptions made. Lost or misplaced 
cards must be replaced and a charge of 25 cents will be made 
for each replacement. 


3. Each member will enter and leave by the front door, and 
must sign out before leaving each function. 

4. There will be no exceptions for leaving the club. Each 
member is expected to stay in the building until ready to leave 
for the evening. Departure from the club will be made in a quiet 
and orderly manner. The entire Teen Club will be held responsible 
for any complaint made. 


5.. There will be no alcoholic beverages permitted in the club. 
Any member who has indulged himself will not be admitted and 
must appear before the disciplinary board. 

6. Any member who is in trouble in school, or with the authori- 
ties, is not to have the privileges of a club member until this prob- 
lem is settled. 

7. Teen-agers who have married, or who have been graduated 
for more than a year, will not be entitled to membership, nor 
attendance at club functions. 

8. On Mondays, club members will leave promptly at 9:45 
p.m. unless serving on the clean-up committee, who must finish 
by 10 p.m. Parents will please cooperate if picking up youngsters. 


Copies of the bylaws and conduct code were sent to parents 
of each member, “‘in the hope they will sit down with their teen- 
agers and discuss the club’s policies, so there will be no mis- 


understanding on the part of adults or young people as to the pur- 
pose of the club.”
